THE LEGISLATURE. 


LEO THE THIRTEENTH. 
After one of tne shortest sessions of the 
sacred conclave ever known, Joachim 
Pecci was elected Pope yesterday morn*og, 
which made tbe third ballot taken since 
the conclave met on Monday evening. The 
brevity of me session is a universal surprise, 
as it was generally supposed that it would 
continue for many days. The report a that 
Germany instructed Cardinal Hohenloheto 
declare that the election of an irreconcila­ 
ble Pope would oblige the Goyernment 
to take repressive steps immediately, while 
on the oluer hand, a Pontiff with moder­ 
ate view§ could speedily end the existing 
differences. The pretty firm desire which 
was wide spread for a more liberal Pontifi­ 
cate, brought about the early and very sat­ 
isfactory election of Cardinal Pecci. There 
were slx.y-two Cardinals in the conclave, 
the largest number ever known. 
Joachim Peed, who will assume the title 
of Leo 
Xllf, 
will 
be 
sixty-eight, 
years old on the 2d day of March. He was 
born in Italy in 1810, was made bishop 
In 1846, and was appointed cardinal on the 
13th of Much, 1832. it is said that he 
was created cardinal at the earnest request 
of of the Protestant King of Italy, Leo­ 
pold I. He is a person of high culture, 
has a vigorous intellect, and is quite liberal 
in his teleological views. In person 
he is 
described 
as 
tall 
and 
thin, 
his 
features having a classical appear­ 
ance 
similar 
to 
those 
of 
Ev­ 
arts. 
While he is aristocratic, having 
a bearing which would seem to indicate a 
little austerity, he is simple in manners and 
very popular. His election to the Ponti- 
fica I throne, will give very general (satisfac­ 
tion on both sides of the Atlantic. 
It is 
believed that the result will conduce to the 
peace and influence of the Unurch and to 
the harmony and welfare of all the Catho­ 
lic people. 


There ii a bill before the Legislature in 
relation to the manner of collecting taxes. 
It was introduced in the Assembly by, Mr. 
Carter, and one of its obnoxious features is 
being severely handled by several papers 
in the State. Among the new provisions 
of the bill, Is one which requires that all 
lists of delinquent tax lists shall be pub 
lished in a paper at Madison, when one is 
not published at the county seat of the 
county in which the laud is situated. This, 
of course, will naturally create the im­ 
pression that this is an exhibition of Mad­ 
ison's greed, whereas it seems that the Mad 
ison loin had nothing to do with getting 
ap the bill. Probably the Food du Lac 
Commonwealth expressed the opinion of a 
number of newspapers when it said that 
the Madison publishers, if they could, 
would have a law compelling every voter 
in Wisconsin to subscribe tor their paper 
and pay five dollars a year in advance. 
This does not do justice to the J ournal and 
the Democrat. However vigorously they 
may work for the interest of Madison, 
neither one of them can |be charged with 
conniving to injure the business of tbe 
newspaper publishers. 


BIENNIAL SESSION. 
The Assembly gut into a rambling and 
an unprintable discussion yesterday on the 
resolution for ac amendment to the Con­ 
stitution providing tor biennial sessions ot 
the Legislature. The measure came up as 
the special order, and occupied most of the 
morning hour. There did not appear to be 
a disposition on the part of a majority of 
those who took part in the debate, to 
discuss 
the 
matter 
in 
a 
candid 
manner. Amendments and substitutes of a 
worthless character were offered, and were 
intended to make the original resolution ri­ 
diculous. After several buncomb speeches, 
which, however, were short, the matter 
was postponed uulii next Tuesday, when 
the question will come up as a special or­ 
der. 
Within the past ten years, biennial ses­ 
sions of Legislatures, have vastly grown 
Into popularity. Out of the thirty-eight 
States 
in 
the 
Union, 
twenty-eight 
of them have adopted biennial sessions, 
and likewise all the territories. 
As a measure of economy, the advantage 
of these sessions, Is immense ; while the 
benefit derived from not haviog the stat­ 
utes assaulted every year, is of vast import­ 
ance. As a general rule, annual sessions of 
the Legislature do more harm than good, 
and should be abolished. The question, 
however, docs not meet with favor in 
this 
Slate, 
at 
least 
among 
the lading politicians. Madison ie a pleas­ 
ant place to spend a dull winter, and those 
who get mere once with a prospect of be­ 
ing returned, are not in favor of the new 
measure ; and those who look forward for 
Legislative honors, and have no special 
business that requires them to remain at 
heme during the winter, are also in favor 
of annual sessions. These influences make 
it almost impossible to hope for a change 
in the manner of holding our Legislative 
a onions. 


The State Journal gives the following 
sketch of Judge Taylor who has been nom 
ioated for the Supreme Bench: “ He has 
occupied seats in both houses of the Legis 
lature, and was a long time upon the cir­ 
cuit bench, and in ail positions he has 
shown ability and integrity of character. 
His experience in tbe Legislative Halls, on 
the Bench, and as a member of the Board 
of the Revisers of the Statutes in 1858, 
as well as the present Board gives bima 
knowledge of the Statute laws of the State, 
superior to that of any other man in it 
and hence his qualifications for the Su­ 
preme Bench cannot be questioned. 
He 
is a learned lawyer, and a mac whose 
mind is peculiarly adopted to the investi­ 
gation of important questions: and his ac­ 
cession to the Bench of the Supreme Court, 
will add ability, dignity, and fitness of the 
highest order, to that already very able 
court. The nomination is a most excellent 
one in every respect, and it will give the 
people of the State great pleasure to ratify 
it at the polls. 


The Inter Ocean expresses its indigna­ 
tion against Naet, and very properly says:

The Origin of “Hold the Port.” 
MossoUTU, 111., Feb. ll, IsTS. 
To the Editor of the later Ocean : 
Ic your issue of Saturday, February 0, 
we find the question answered in regard to 
tbe origin of Bliss’ song, “Hold the Fort.” 
I would respectiully beg leave to differ 
with the person who answered that ques­ 
tion. I claim that Sherman never scot 
any such a message to General Corse, or 
any other Genera], [and if you will allow 
me a little space I will explain. Sherman 
makes no mention of it himself, and if he 
had sent such a message it would have been 
a by-word among the troops in {less than 
twenty-four hours, as was the oase with 
General Cork's dispatch to Colonel Day­ 
ton the day after the battle. Sherman 
•ays, “on the 4th of October I signaled 
from Vining’* Station (Chattahoochee riv­ 
er) 
to 
Kenesaw, 
and 
from Kene­ 
saw to Allatoona, over the head* of 
the enemy, a message for General Corse at 
Rome to burry back to the assistance of 
the garrison at A llato o n aan d further, 
“reaching Kenesaw Mountain about 8. a. rn, 
of Oct. 5, the signal officer reported that 
since daylight be had failed to obtain any 
answer to his call for Allatoona, but while 
I was wjth him be caught a faint glimpse 
of the tell tale flag through an embrasure 
(which would not be more than twelve or 
fourteen inches wide), and alter much time 
he made out these letters, "C ," “R ./’ “S.,” 
*‘E ,” “H.,” “E ,” *‘R.,” and tr insisted the 
message—“Gorse is here.” It was a sourse 
of great relief, for It gave me the first 
assurance that General Corse had received 
his ordersjand the place was adequately 
garrisoned.” 
Sherman remained at or near Kenesaw 
for two or three days, aud on Oct Gill Gen­ 
eral Corse sent tbe following dispatch : 
A lla to o n a , G a ,Oct. 6 ,1864, 2 p. rn. 
Captain L If. Dayton, Aide-de-camp: 
“I am short a cheek-bone and aa ear, 
but am able to whip all h—I yet. My losses 
are very heavy. 
A force moving from 
Stilesboro to Kingston gives me some anx 
iety. Tell me where Sherman is.” 
Now if Sherman had signaled to him the 
day before from the top of Kenesaw, “Hold 
the fort,for I am coming,” why hid he ask, 
“Tell me where Sherman is.” 
The rest ot the answer is not likely to be 
satisfactory to the thousands of veterans 
who may read it. It says: “The message 
was seen and read by the men at the fort, 
and as a reply was necessary,General Corse 
ordered a young officer standing by to send 
the reply, 'Wave the answer back to Sher­ 
man that we will hold the fort.”

easy to order, but while the rebel bullets 
Were 
flying 
fast 
several members 
of 
the 
signal 
corps 
declined 
to 
signal, 
uutil 
General Corse was 
impatient, when the youog officer referred 
to above grasped the flag, mounted the 
dangerous part, and waved the answer 
back to Sherman.” 
lf that officer understood the key well 
enoogh to send the message after several 
members of the signal corps refused, why 
did he not send it when he first received it 
from his chief ? I think I have stood 
where rebel bullets flew as thick (and last 
as they did at Allatoona, but never yet 
saw soldiers who, in such an emergency, 
would refuse to obey a commaind, and 
General Corse was not a man who would 
permit such disobedience of orders.

A Se ic I ‘ope Chosen—The Circum sa I rices o f 
the Election The Announcem ent. 
Rome, Feb. 20.—The smoke of burning 
ballots having been seen at 12:30 p. rn, to 
day, the crowd before the Vatican, think­ 
ing the ballot was again without result, 
had almost dispersed, when, at 1:15 p. rn., 
Cardinal Cateroni appeared in the Grand 
Gallery of tbe Vatican Basilica and an* 
nuanced, in customary form, Cardinal 
Fecci a succession to the Papacy. The few 
bystanders cheered most enthusiastically, 
aud 
a large crowd 
soon 
assembled, 
densely thronging the open space before 
the Vatican and tbe approaches thereto. 
At 4 .‘JO tbe newly elected Pope, surround­ 
ed by all the cardinals, appeared in the in ­ 
ner gallery of the Basilica. The crowd 
vociferously shouted, “Long live the Pope!” 
The Holy Father at length made a signal 
for silence, then Intoned the iieoedlcite, 
and pronounced a benediction. 
Alter this cheering was renewed, and | 
continued antu the Pope withdrew. 
The circumstances of the election are as 
follows: 
At this moro lug'a ballot Cardi­ 
nal Pecci received thirty-six votes, which 
was five short of the requisite two-thirds 
majority. When the voting was.finished 
aud the papers were burned, Cardinal 
Fraocbi, and those holding tbe same views 
with him, advanced ana knelt before Car­ 
dinal Pecci. This example being followed 
by others; Cardinal Pecci’* election was 
accomplished by the method known as 
“bv adoration.” 
Count 
Legur immediately 
informed 
the Pope that he purposed to present him 
with 1,000,000 franks, as the first dona 
tion of Peter’s pence from the French 
Episcopate. 
As soon as the result of the election be­ 
came known, the bells in all the churches 
of Rome were rung, and the diplomats 
went to the Vatican to cangratulate the 
new Pope.

At a special meeting ot Hock County 
Pomona 
Grange, 
beld 
at 
Janesville 
Grange Hall, February Hill, 1878, by a 
vote of the Grange, at a preceding meeting, 
f ir Bro. Henry Miles to address us on the 
subject ot Temperance, at a f uture meeting, 
after the usual business was disposed of, 
the Worthy Master called on Bro. Miles 
and he responded in the following address, 
at the close of which it was (voted to re­ 
quest its publication in the county papers. 
H enry T arrant, 
Secretary. 


Worthy Muter and Outers and Bruiters: 
By an invitation given me at the last 
meeting of this Grange, I shall take great 
pleasure in trying to show that intemper­ 
ance is the greatest evil in our land, and 
shall tiy to show the cost of said evil: 
If we take the estimate of Hr. Young, 
chief cf the bureau of statistics, the annu- 
coat of liquors, in the United States, is 
$600,000,000 ; then for the ten years, from 
1801 to 1870 inclusive, our people spent 
aizS thousand 
million 
dollars, 
what 
finite mind can grasp the immensity of the 
labor value of $0,000,000,000. 
But alas tor the welfare and prosperity 
of our country, it is no fiction but a la­ 
mentable reality. This $0,000,000,000 pro­ 
duced by laborers of our land, is spent 
mainly by citizens, mechanics and labor 
era, who can, th# least of all people in the 
country, afford such waste and extrava 
gance. 
This bard earned capital, that should be 
expended for food aud clothing for the half 
starved and ill clad thousands who are sui 
fering for the want of them, is devoured 
by the demon of the still. 
The cost of liquors for ten years is near 
ly two-thirds of the assessed value, $9,- 
914,780.82o, of all the real estate in the 
United States, while the assessed value $4, 
964,205,907, of all the personal property 
OI toe United Elates is but little more tbau 
two-thirds of our ten year's whisky bill. 
By the census returns of 1870 the value 
of all our products of agriculture and ad­ 
ditions of stock, $2,447,538 658. and the 
Value of our munuia. turec $4,232,325,442, 
or th* turn of $6,679,804, Ilk). or only $079, 
864,100, more man is tpcni every ten years 
tor liquors. 
Tuns our people spend every eleven 
years for drink more than the value of all 
the products of agricultural, mechanical 
and manufacturing industries of our land. 
Tne money expended for drink is not only 
lost, but the use brings additional evils, 
vice, crime and demoralization. 
What nation or people however favored, 
can long prosper, who expend and waste 
so muon, me value of so much labor, for 
poisonous drinks. Cau we wonder thai we 
have money panics, hard times, and stag­ 
nation of trade ? 
In 1870. there was spent for liquors in 
New York, $100,590,000, or more than 
two-fifths of the value oi products of ag­ 
riculture, and one-seventh of all manufac­ 
tures, and two-thirds of the wages paid 
for agricultural aud manufacturing pur­ 
poses. 
Whisky in this State costs annually $8,209,- 
782.21, more than the total earnings ut the 
railroads. 
The liquors of db is State costs 
$13,028,082, more than the aggregate value 
and expenses oi schools and property cl 
the same. 
Can any reflecting person consider the 
immense cost ct alcoholic drinks, when 
compared with the value of the productive 
industries of our nation, without forebod­ 
ings of the min that is in store for our na­ 
tion? This vast amount does not exist 
alone in New York and Wisconsin, but the 
same cause is producing the same effect all 
over our land. 
Is it possible for any state or nation to 


* $2,000 000,000. Total expend of the war, I # 
iNorth aud South, $8,175,227,000, the, total | .

This immense cost of treasure and blood, 
during four years of the rebellion, is truly 
appalling, yet it was not all spent in rain, 
for the Nation was saved and chaule slave­ 
ry abolished. But the slavery of strong 
drink rules our country yet, its slavery is 
vastly more oppressive, more degrading to 
its victims, and very much more miurious 
to our moral, religious and intellectual con­ 
dition, and the general financial affairs of 
the country. 
The annual cost of intoxicating drinks in 
the United Mates, at Dr. Young s estimate 
of $600,000,000 in ten years, would amount 
to the total war expenses of the loyal 
states and national government. Our drink 
bill in thirteen and a half years, would 
amount 
to more tbau the expenses 
of the 
war both 
North and South. 
Every fifteen years we spend more for 
strong drink thin the value of all property 
wasted and destroy id during five years of 
war, and every year it effete our people over 
$1 000,000 more for strong drink than the 
expenses during the war, of ad tho coun­ 
ties, cities, and towns in the Northern 
States, not represented by funded debts. 
When we were expending $60,000 000 a 
month or the rate of $700,000,000 a year, 
to crush out the rebellion aud save our 
Nation, a cry arose rn all parts of our coun­ 
try that the Nation wou.d be bankrupt, 
that We would not be able to pay off the 
debt. Yet, strange as it may seem, we 
were expending ai the same I tine'a1 most as 
much, it not more for strong drink, and 
not a single w<»rd oi complaint, it is very 
safe to 6av that in every year Irom 1961 to 
1874, more money was paid for drinks than 
would pay tne annuli war Petit. 
Again, 
the money spent for strong drink if devot­ 
ed to our National debt wou.d pay every 
dollar in less than three years. 
What a shame that a Christian Nation 
should pay annually six or seven hundred 
millitins «f dollars to produce poverty, 
crime dtgradati >n,demoralization financial 
depression and rum. 
What do our people 
receive of these millions expended for 
iquors? First, they receive about 224- 
456,370 gallons ut agreat variety of ad­ 
mixtures of various degrees of alcoholic 
strength 
I find the liquors drank in 1870 
would allow ab.>UI seVeu gallons tor each 
man, wornau and child of the Union. Why 
do our people dilute it * I; cannot be for 
the watery portion, for much better and 
purer water can ba obtained from our 
wells and springs. 
I find there are consumed*annually 
50,655,178 gallons of pure alcohol, or five 
quarts for every man, woman and child in 
me United Mates. 
Cau we wonder at the 
large sickness aud death late in our coun­ 
try when so much liquid poison is drank? 
I am confident that sat isiaclory evidence 
can be produced to show that but tor the 
use of 
intoxicating 
drink-, the sick 
aul 
death 
rate 
would 
be 
reduced 
to 
less 
than 
one-half. 
if all the alcohol was taken out of these 
drinks, what would be left for tne money 
paid for them ? Tnere would be 227,874,- 
995 gallons ut spoiled water, or, more 
strictly speaking, a decoction of vile, 
poisonous drugs mat the swine would re­ 
fuse to drink. 
What else have we for the 
millions spent for them ? We have drun­ 
kenness, with Its follies, its revels, its ob­ 
scenity. its beastliness, crime and taxation. 
This drink Is a marshalled enemy ot civil­ 
ization, liberty, justice, humanity, moral­ 
ity and religion ; and in addition to all 
these, we nave poverty, with its attendant 
evil®, ignorance, with its vulgarity, brutal 
ignorance aud vices, crime of every de­ 
gree, accidents on biod aud sea, Insanity,,

ble was attended by more that a hundred. 
Tne discussion was given by the follow­ 
ing gentlemen, Pro!. Kuuesly, Gen. Bint- 
liff, T. P. t>awm and Prof. Yau Cleve, 
and occupied an hour and a half during 
which the close attention ot the large com. 
pany present attested an interest In the 
subject which the originators and mana­ 
gers ot this literary movement find mist 
encouraging. 
The subject of humor is so many sided 
that one evenings study could avail no 
further thao to merely open some of its 
chambers, which the infinite winding and 
remote recesses ot this most trickry of 
subjects were hardly even glanced into.
